Group I, claims 45-50, drawn to a cutting device including a blade carrier, a device 
engagement, and a blade adjustment arrangement for adjusting the position of a blade relative to 
the blade carrier. 

Group II, claim 51, drawn to a cutting device including a lubrication arrangement 
fro delivering lubricant to a blade via a blade carrier. 

Group III, claims 53-56 and 59, drawn to a blade for cutting device including at 
least one of tapering cutting edges having a cutting edge bevel defining an angle of substantially 

40 degrees or less. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups or Inventions I-III do not relate to a single inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special features for the following reasons: For example, the technical feature of 
the invention 1, as mentioned above, is not present in inventions 11-111. Conversely, the technical 
futures in inventions II-III are not present in invention I. It should be noted that each invention 
I-III has at least a technical feature that is not present in other inventions. 

3. Upon the election of Invention I (claims 45-50) applicant must elect one of the 
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inventions in the following Groups. 

Group la, claims 49, drawn to a cutting device including a blade having a cutting 
portion and a fixed portion extending transversely to the cutting portion, the cutting portion 
being spaced and adjacent the device engagement arrangement. 

Group lb, claims 50, drawn to a cutting device including a cutting plane of a blade 
being spaced and parallel to a plane surface against which the device engagement arrangement 
is placed. 

It should be noted that claims 45-48 would be examined with the elected Subgroup. 
4. Upon the election of Invention III (claims 53-56 and 59) apphcant must elect one of the 

inventions in the following Groups. 

Group Ila, claims 56, drawn to blade including two tapering cutting edges having at 
least one of i) a substantially corresponding degree of taper, ii) a substantially corresponding 
cutting edges bevel angle, and iii) a substantially corresponding double bevel. 

Group lib, claims 59, drawn to blade including a fixing portion substantially 
extending in a direction perpendicular to a tapered cutting portion. 

It should be noted that claims 53-55 would be examined with the elected Subgroup.

Ila-IIb. The restriction requirement among the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance 
of the linking claim(s) 45, 46 and 53. Upon the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), 
the restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) 
depending fi-om or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will 
be rejoined and fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104 Claims that

5. Xhe inventions listed as Groups or Inventions Ila-IIb do not relate to a single inventive 
concept under PCX Rule 13.1 because, under PCX Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special features for the following reasons: For example, the technical feature of 
the invention Ila, as mentioned above, is not present in inventions lib. Conversely, the 
technical fixtures in invention lib is not present in invention Ila. 

6. It should be noted that the search for each individual invention may overlap but they do 
not coincide identically throughout. Xherefore, the search for the elected invention may not be

sufficient for the other non-elected inventions. Therefore, each individual invention includes a 
different filed of search. In addition, the text and subclass search that might be needed to look 
for a particular feature in one invention in not sufficient for finding another particular feature in 
other invention due to their divergent subject matter. In other words, each individual invention 
with at least a distinct feature has a separate status in the art and requires a different field of 
search.
